The School committee, its architects and other persons 
involved in construction matters constantly point to the 
/ state law on public building bidding processes as being 


absurb. 

They claim that the law not only leaves the committee 
with litthke discretionary power in the way of selecting a 
general contractor but that it also restricts the contrac- 
tor in his dealings with sub-contractors to such a degree 


that the system becomes unmanageable. 


If that is the case - and the evidence seems to point 
that way - there should be a general effort to have the 
law amended, 

There have been comments from time to time that a 
general contractor, under the present law, actually is a 
sort of broker - needing only a small office and some gen- 
eral knowledge of the business rather than a big construc- 
tion crew and a day-to-day working knowledge of cons- 
truction. This has happened because there now are so 
many required sub-bidders that the general contractor hac 
little of the work left in his own hands, 

Phere certainly is something terribly wrong with a Sys- 
tem that can produce such a mess as the West and Shaw- 
sheen school additions. Every effort should be made to 
further investigate the law on bidding procedures and cor- 
rections should be made by the legislature to remove 
objectionable portions that tend to unreasonably compli- 


cate construction.
